September marks the real beginning of Sha'ar Zahav's 
year. Summer, and all its distractions, is over; the 
High Holy Days and the Jewish New Year are upon us; and 
we invite each and every Jewish gay and lesbian in the 
Bay Area to join us for the year 5741. 


Traditionally, this season is a time both for rejoicing 
("My God, we made it!") and introspection ("Nu, so what 
did you accomplish in the last year?"). We did, indeed, 
make it -- rather splendidly, in fact. During the last 
year we made substantial progress in healing the hurts 
caused by our earlier political conflicts. We have seen 
a resurgence of active participation by women in our 
®<ongregation. We have improved our financial position; 
~ We are employing our Rabbi on a half-time basis; we have 
expanded and deepened our ties to the non-gay Jewish 
community. Qur education program involves unprecedented 
numbers of participants. We took solid steps forward in 
providing support services for our community: through 
counseling, by establishing a blood bank account, and by 
standing ready to aid our sisters and brothers who fall 
ill or experience some other emergency. Amazingly, this 
listing «doesn t ~begin~ to. exhaust all. of the 
congregation's projects and activities. As we stand back 
for a moment and regard ourselves, we can see that Sha'‘ar 
Zahav has truly become a multi-faceted resource for San 
Francisco. 


In reflecting on the successes of the past year, we need 
also to be introspective about areas where we fell short 
and to resolve to do better. Our outreach to Jewish 
lesbians has been insufficient. We need to involve more 
women in Sha'ar Zahav. Although our financial condition 
has improved, we are hardly in a position to accomplish 
many of our goals, not the least of which is the 
acquisition of our own home. We need to ensure that the 
promising beginnings of our education and community 
Support programs develop’ into substantial, well- 
tablished activities. We deeply need to expand and 
—oaden our membership base. The list is endless. 


Gay people face uncertain times in the coming year. Our 
community may experience definite setbacks if the nation 
elects a President whose party platform is specifically 
inimical to gay rights. We must all work together this 
Coming year to strengthen our institutions, to guarantee 
that the progress we have made will not be eroded. 
Sha'ar Zahav, in a brief time, has become one of the 
Strong pillars of our community. With your help and 
participation in the coming year, Sha'ar Zahav can even 
more stand as a resource and bulwark for our people. If 
you make only one resolution for the New Year, let it be 
to join or renew your membership in Sha'ar Zahav. 


On behalf of the entire Va'ad, I wish you all a healthy, 
joyous and fulfilling New Year!

FROM WHERE I STAND From the desk of 
ALLEN BENNETT 


With the High Holy Days almost upon us, I am reminded of 
two Hasidic tales about Rabbi Levi Isaac of Berditchev. 
As he and his sexton were going to the synagogue for the 
Selichot services on the eve of Rosh Hashanah, a sudden 
downpour made them seek shelter under the awning of a 
tavern. The sexton peered through one of the windows and 
Saw a group of Jews feasting, drinking, and reveling. He 
impatiently urged Levi Isaac to see for himself how these 
Jews were behaving when they should be in the synagogue 
praying to God for forgiveness for their sins. 


Disregarding the sexton's urging, the rabbi chided him: 
— "It is forbidden to derogate the children of Israel. 
They are surely reciting the benedictions for food and 

y drink. May God bless these loyal Jews.” 


The disillusioned sexton continued to peep into the 
tavern and to eavesdrop. 


"Woe to us, Rabbi!" the sexton exclaimed. "I just heard 
two of the Jews telling each other of thefts they had 
committed." 


"If that be so, they are truly observant Jews,’ Levi 
Isaac rejoicingly admonished his sexton. "They are 
confessing their sins before Rosh Hashanah. As you know, 
no one is more righteous than the one who repents." 


The second tale happened as the_ recital of the awe- 
inspiring Kol Nidre ushering in Yom Kippur was about to 
begin, and Rabbi Levi Isaac took a lighted candle in one 
hand, knelt down, and looked under the benches. Asked 
what he was doing, the rabbi replied: "Jews." Drawing 
himself erect, he lifted his eyes to heaven, saying: 


"God of the Universe! See what a wonderful people the 

Jews are! Today, the eve of the Day of Atonement, when 

it is considered meritorious for a Jew to eat and drink 

. than usual, not a single drunkard, nor anyone sick 

stuporous from overeating is under the benches. Are 

not Your children truly worthy? Is there are nation 

comparable to them? Are they not deserving of being 

inscribed and sealed for a year of good health, 
happiness, and prosperity?" 
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Rabbi Levi Isaac was a_ truly unique individual. The 
Stories about him and about his life are some of the best 
and most heartwarming in Hasidic literature. What stands 
out most strongly from these two tales is the lesson that 
I have learned and that I am trying to teach in this 
penitential season: while we are rightly concerned about 
the benefits which we can obtain in our lives, -and while 
we are often involved in providing benefits to others, 
both in fulfillment of obligations and as acts of 
charity, the most important benefit which we can give or 
receive is the one which Rabbi Levi Isaac gave all the 
time: the benefit of the doubt. 


May we, too, live our lives in this New Year, ready to 
give our fellow human beings the benefit of the doubt, 
and thus merit having our names inscribed and sealed in 
the Book of Life.

Beth Simchat Torah has its own regular meeting place. 
They rent several rooms for their exclusive use in the 
Westbeth Artists Housing Complex on Bethune Street in 
West Greenwich Village. I felt very much at home while 

I was at services, but did notice some differences in 
comparison to Sha'ar Zahav. Since it was Pesach, cg 
used their special Siddur for Festivals and the services 
included many songs, some taped music, and some dancing. 
Having become accustomed to our Siddur, their more 
traditional one reading from right to left and containing 
references to Father and Kingdom was noticeably 
different. 


A wonderful special Pesach Oneg followed, with gefilte 
fish, horseradish, matzoh, and chopped liver by the tub. 
Ah, to be in New York! Several members to whom I talked 
expressed interest in the International Conference of Gay 
and Lesbian Jews and were interested in what was 
happening at Sha'ar Zahav. 


Overall the two Shuls are quite similar and have the same 
general warm feeling.

WALLENBERG TRIBUNAL 


The man who saved the lives of more than 25,000 Hungarian 
Jews during World War II may still be alive. 


Raoul Wallenberg is believed to be still alive somewhere 
in the Soviet Union. Recent reports indicate that 
Wallenberg is a prisoner of the Soviet Gulag system. 


This fall, witnesses will gather from around the world in 
Stockholm, Sweden to offer testimony at an international 
tribunal. 


he tribunal panel will include Simon Wiesenthal, several 
British Members of Parliament including Winston Churchill 
and Lord Greville Jenner, and Elie Wiesel. 


The purpose of the tribunal is to free Wallenberg and to 
account for his imprisonment. 


Wallenberg, Swedish and Christian, voluntarily went to 
Hungary in 1944 to aid its people, including the Jews. 
He was the only man in the free world to engage in this 
type of undertaking. He established “international 
houses" which flew the Swedish flag and at which more 
than 10,000 Jews were sheltered.

Israel Defeats Gay Rights Bill 


JERUSALEM — (JTA) — 
Israel’s Cabinet rejected a measure 
proposed by former Justice 
Minister Shmuel Tamir that would 
have decriminalized homosexual 
relations between consenting adult 
males. The cabinet also decided to 
increase the penalty for rape. 

The proposed bill would have 
removed from the statutes a law 
enacted under the Mandatory 
regime in Palestine which declared 
homosexuality a criminal offense, 
punishable. by up to 10 years im- 
prisonment. 

The law has not been invoked 
since the 1960s when rulings by the 
Supreme Court effectively nullified 
it. Tamir explained that his 
legislation was needed because 
there is not justification in this day 
and age for the State to interfere in 
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a private activity which is solely a 
matter between individuals. 

The Cabinet did approve 
Tamir’s proposal to crack down 
hard on forced homosexual rela- 
tions and regard sucff relations 
with children or youths as rape, 
punishable by up to 20 years im- 
pfisonment. Interior Minister 
Yosef Burg, a leader of the Na- 
tional Religious Party, said his ob- 
jections to the bill were on moral 
and social rather than rele 
grounds.
